It is Btatcd in tbo Preface 
that tlio sketch of this distinguished family 
first ayinenrcd in 1S71 In tho L'rovidenco 
Journal, but has now been greatly enlarged.

•ontury their names appear among [Lose 
who wore prominent in social, political nnd 
commercial life. For several generations 
they wcro tho leading morchanls in the 
colony. Tlioj were aclire in Ibo support of 
religion ; and in all works for tbe advance, 
mc-nt of tlio interests of the town whero 
they rosidcd, us well as for tbe colony at 
large, Ihoy wero always found among Ibo 
leaders. During Ibo war between Great 
Britain nud France, when two 
of them 


Oiled tbo oflico of governor, they rendered 
distinguished service, which was acknowl- 
edged by their sovereign. Four bearing the 
namo were at different times elected govern- 
or of tbe 
colony. William Wnnloti was 


elected governor in 1732, and served tvfo 
yenrs. Jobn, elected in 17;M, served seven 
years. Gideon, elected in 174.1 and 1747, 
served two years; and Joseph, elected in 
1700, served until November.lTrs. Another, 
Joseph, Jan., held tho offico of deputy gov- 
ernor. Portraits of William, Jobn 
nad 


Joseph aro preserved in the Itedwood Li- 
brary nt Newport, and copies from t'lu BUBJO 
linvo bcfn placed in tbo State House in 
Providence. 


Edward Wanton ia tba earliest ancestor 


of tho family in this country of whom wo 
hnvo nny knowledr/o. Hn WAR n r^qi.lpnt nr 
LSoston in 1G53, but how much earlier wo 
know not. 
Before ho left Boston lie bo- 


camo n convert to tbo faith of tbe Quakers. 
Mr. Dcnne, in his bistory of Hcituato, says : 


"Tho severity of Iho Massachusetts gov- 


ernment towards Ihis now sect having been 
carried to Ihe eiSent of csccating three of 
them in 1G59, 1CCO acd 1GC1, 
Edward Wan- 


ton wns an officer of tho guard ou one or 
more of these occasions, He became deeply 
sensible of thBcrnelty,injusticcnnd impolicy 
of theao mi-asures ; was greatly moved by 
tho firmness with which they submitted to 
dcutb, nnd was won entirely by their ad- 
dresses before Iheir oiecntion. Uo relumed 
to his house saying, 'Alas, Mother 1 wo have 
been murdering Ihe Lord's people,' nnd 
taking off his sword, put it by, with a 
=okm3 -u-s nuTsr lo W6»r it uBaiu. From 
this llmo ho took every opportunity to con- 
verse wilh Iho Friends, and soon resolved 
to become a teacher of their faith. It is 
said thnr. ho built tho first clunker meeting 
house in Massachusetts." 


Edward Wnnton carried on the business 


of ship.building wilh great success at 
Scitnnte, and held n distinguished place 
among Iho enterprising 
settlers of that 


town 
We lanrn, too, by ils ecclesiastical 


history, that Mr. V.'anton wi.i must success- 
ful as n religions teacher in tho Society of 
Friends. His last visit to Newport RS a 
representative from tho quarterly to tho 
yearly meeting, was in 17iri, when ho was 
eighty-five years old.

In consequence of religious differences in 


the family, Eomo of the members being con- 
nected with the Episcopal Church, others 
with tho Quakers, William, with his brother 
John, removed to Newport, where they es- 
fablishtd themselves as shipbuilder*. The 
former wns soon found to he a uinn of wore 
than ordinary capacity. He roso in publio 
esteem nnd became very efficient in the 
Colonial government. The two brothers 
wero tbo lenders in a successful attack on a 
piratical vessel which infested Ibo coait.arjd 
which won for them n farae.notonly through 
the British colonies, hut in England. The 
naraativo of this eiplnit ia Ihus related : 


"A piratical ship of three hundred tor.i, 


mounting twenty cannon, appeared off the 
hirbor of Newport, cruising between Block 
Island and Point Jndith, interrupting every 
vessel that Attempted to pnss, capturing 
property and treating tho officers and crews 
with great novorily. To remove an annoy, 
nnce to injurious lo the comfort fccd pros- 
perity of the inhabitants of Newport, tiro 
joung men, William .in;! Jobs vTsntors.soriS 
of tho first Edward, determined to attempt 
her cnplnrc, and tho means they resorted lo 
were ns novel as tbo success WM glorions. 
No sooner I,ml Ihey made known theii1 In- 


tention ILati they wero Joined by ribouk 
thirty young men of Ibeir acqiminlnncc, and 
a sloop of thirty Ions >vns engaged for Ihe 
enterprise. • Tho brnvo fellows wont on 
board with only Ihc-lr small arms lo defend 
IhcnibclTes, Bud sailed out of tho harbor,ap- 
pareully ou a Jittlo consllng excursion,every 
person being concealed below eicept tho 
tnw required lo navlgato the vessel. 
After 


cruising a fow days, they espied Iho object 
of their eearlb. 
As they

cnliy, to pass, tlio piralo lircd n filint al 
them.

John Wnnton "w.is a liberal patron of tho 


arts, collected n lino library nud some r.iro 
philosophical apparatus. His house was tho 
intellectual ccntro of the colony, and tho 
farno of bis library nnd niipnrnlus extended 
thro-jglioul tho neiRhboriua colonies, ca Hint 
when Hiraogc-ra visited tho (own bis houne 
was ono of tho dcsirnblo places to visit, as 
bo wns, lilro hb brothers, very hospitable, 
reuued nnd instructivo in conversation, pos- 
sessing thoso olosnncies of manner which 
distinguished tbe gentlemen of his day." 


John Wanton wns n member of tho Ko- 


ciely of Friends, and undc-r tho inSuenco of 
fcolings which had been fostered by tho 
counsels of bis older brother Joseph, ho had 
been n preacher sorer.il years before his 
election ns governor, and had now de- 
veloped inlo n. powerful and 
eloquent 


spc.iker. No eloquenco liko bis, ilia paid, 
had been henrd In Now Jiuglnml. Multi. 
tudc-s (locked to his preaching wherever it 
was known he was to bo present, 
llo trav- 


elled extensively in Now England, nnd 
southerly ns far as Pennsylvania, In which 
missionary tours ho gathered multitudes to 
tho Society of Friends. On ouo occasion 
there wns lo bo n uinrriago nt the Friends' 
meeting houso in Newport, on n Friday 
morning. 'Iho General Assembly wns in 
session, nod adjourned that tboy laight (it- 
lend It in n body, os Ihoy always did lo at- 
lendtho mid-week meeting of Friends. An 
immense throng crowded tho two tiers of 
gallery nnd Iho aisles, nnd every available 
spot whern there was standing rooa. Tho 
members ot tho General Assembly camo Iu 
preceded by their Bergeant-at-nrni5,nnd took 
tho seals reserved for them, whilo Governor 
Wnnton, dressed iu n bright, scarlet clonk, 
liii«i with biuo,* walked up wilh great 
dginity inlo tho minister's Rallc-ry, whero ho 
took Iho post of honor. 


After a period of silence, customary in 


gatherings of Friends, Iho Rovernor arose 
nnd quietly slood a few moments wilh bis 
eyes turned towards henven • ihc-n filowk 
rSinug tnem aoiruwnra! loSrnivlji ifas «J)fcY- 
ant congregation, ho nnnonnced for bis 
teit, "Thero was a marrinoo In Cana of 
Galileo niid tho mother of Jesus was Ihcre.'' 
Ho spoke of Iho dignity which wns con- 
ferred upon tho institution of mnrringo by 
Iho presence of Iho world's Hodeemer on 
that occasion, and then showed the impor- 
tance ol It. Firsl,ia rtsnfcgunrd of mornlity. 
fiponnil, ns a school for the. c:;!ti:ro nnd de- 
velopment of tho best fee-lings of our nn- 
luro. Third, ns admirnbly calculated for 
tho protection of our rnco during Iho help- 
less period of iufnncy : and fourth,as n sym- 
bol of the mysterious union which exists be- 
tween Christ nud bis church. On this laller 
point he was exceedingly eloquent, and for 
three-quarters of an boor ho Jnirly en- 
tranced his hearers. 
I'niuirjg for n moment, 


nnd lowering his voice, ho fpoko of the iu- 
lerior adaptation of tho ceremony of tho 
Jocioly of Friends to tho fulfillment ot Iheso 
conditions, nnd contrasted it with Ihc cere- 
mony which tho British Parliament hns or- 
dnined for tho church of England, quoting 
tlio words of tho Hook of Common Frayer° 
"With this ring I thco wed ; wilh all my 
worldly goods 1 thco endow, and wilh my 
body I Iheo worship.'' Tho governor seized 
on tho latter phraso and played with it no . 
cat would wilh a mouse before devouring il. 
Uo showed its folly, ilsnhsurdily audits 
wickedncss,nnd wound up with these words: 
"What 1 n mortal body worship n mortal 
body 'i My friends, it is preposterous ;" 
Ho uttered Ihcso closing words nt 'tho very 
top of his voice, which, ringing through 
tho house, startled tbo whole congregation, 
and then quietly took his scat. 


Governor Gideon Wnnton, son of Joseph, 


of Tivertou, grandson of tho lirst Edward, 
and nephew of William nr.d John, was Iho 
third governor of tbe Wanton nnmo. 
He 


wns born October :!0, 1119:' , nmricd Mrs. 
Mary Codmnn, February C, 171S, and died 
September 12. 17R7. nt ll.n r,go of 71. Ills 
wifo died September S, 1110, nt Iho age of 
87, and was Inid In Iho Friends' Burial 
Ground, Newport. 


Gideon Wanton held Iho office of gcccral 


treasurer from 1733 to I7M, and two vents 
later was cliosen governor, succceilinffWil 
liam Greene. 
Ho held tho odico ono year, 


nnd in 17t7 wns again chosen for ono yenr. 
Two of his sons, John nnd Gideon, Jr , 
wero long in public life. 
Bnth were mem- 


bers of Iho General Assembly when Ibo Uec- 
laralion of Independence was rnlifir-tl bv 
Iho slate. 


John G. Wnnton, son of Governor Gideon 


Wanlon, born in 17«i, wns much in publio 
life, and was ono of tbo corporators of 
Jttodo Island College, in I7fi|.

disgraced its ling. If this act bo consumma- 
ted it will bs in vain (or tho English hcnce- 
fortbtolalk of their sincerity, their Ijwa 
and their liberties. British faith will havo 
been lost in tho hospitality of tho riellero- 
phon.
